COUNTY COUNCIL APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
MA. JUSTICE OR SPNED 
In the case of J. J. Quaid, ex-Secretary of 
the Limerick County Council, v. the Limerick 
County Council, the defendants appealed irom 

judgment of Cirenit Court Judge 
MecEilligott, South-Western Cireuit, dated 
19th December, 1928, in favour of the plain- 
ti. 

The action had been brought on two eivil 
bills, heard together, to recover £3500 salary 
hy way of fees due under the Franchise Acts 
or the period from 1st April, 1926, to Ist 
November, 1926, and £154 11s. 8d. due for 
alary by way of fees under the Jurors Acts 
for the same period. Mr. Quaid, it appeared, 


| had resigned from the position of Secretary 


on account-of ill-health. 

In his judgment, the Circuit Court judge 
had stated that he had made up his mind jn 
favour of the plaintiff that he was entitled to 
succeed in his demand, and he accdrdingly 
invited an appeal in this case. It was true, 
he: said, that the work, which, he thought, 
was not of a very brain-fagging character, 
was really done by Mr. O’Donnell after Mr. 
Quaid had sent in his resignation; but he 
thought it was clearly in contemplation by 
the parties that Mr. Quaid’s salary should be 
taken as including in it the améunt of 
registration and juries’ fees. The County 
Council apparently at one time took that 
view, which was given in evidence; but they 
were quite at liberty to change that view, 
and he did not bind them to that résolution 
at all, He thought Mr. Quaid was entitled 
to succeed in his action for £300 in respect 
of the franchise, less £49, being a propor- 
tional part of the £115 paid by Mr. O'Donnell 
in réspect of the franchise lists; and in tbat 
case he gave a decree for £251. He also 
held he was entitled to succeed in the action 
for £154 lls. 8d. in respect of jurofs’ lists, 
less &18 Ils. 6d., proportionate part of the 
£115 paid by Mr. O’Donnell; and in that 
case he gave a decree for £136 10s. 

In support of the appeal it was stated by 
counsel for the appellants that he did not 
think that in the whole year there Was any- 
thing for the plaintiff to do at all, as it was 
al} work done by delegation.

LORRY DRIVER ACQUITTED. 

William Taylor, a young man, was charged 
with having caused the death of Daniel 
Elliott at Bushy Park road, Rathfarnham, on 
the evening of November 15.

George Gilmore, Ái akee, Mathfarnham, 
summoned Albert Jackson, ‘Thomas Meilroy 
and Cornelius Coghlan, members of the Civic 
3uard, for assault on the nights of November 
prs 10. j 

Mr. Joseph O'Connor, K.C., and Mr. A. 
Lynn (instructed by Messrs, Kennedy and 
McGonigal) appeared for coniplainant; and 
Mr. J. M. FitzGerald, K.C., and Mr, Cecil 
Lavery, K.C. (instrueted by Mr. J. T. Doyle, 
solicitor), appeared for defendants, 

Mr. O'Connor said that the defendants, 
instead of acting as protectors of the public, 
had in this case wilfully abused their power 
and acted without authority. 

Counsel submitted that in the treatment, of 
Gilmore every canon of liberty and every 
canon of justice had been violated by the 


Guards. 
PLAINTIFF'S EVIDENCE, 

George Gilmore, examined by Me, 
O'Connor, stated that on the night of Novem- 
ber 9, when he was about boarding a tram in 
College Green, three or four men, among 
whom was the defendant Jackson, rushed at 
him, caught hold of him and dragged him 
about. They proceeded to take him along, 
and he resisted as much as he could. He 
asked them what had they against him, and 
the reply he received was, “ Nothing; come 
along quietly.”’ They continued to drag lim 
along, and he continued to resist. A police 
man hit him in the face, and then they 
knocked him down. They carried him along, 
holding him by the arms and legs, and when 
they got him to the police station in Pearse 
street they crashed his head against the swing 
door. He lost consciousness, and woke up in 
Mercer’s Hospital. Mr. Briscoe drove him 
home, 
him then nor up to the present. 

IN HARCOURT STREET. 

On the following night he was walking up 
Harcourt street at ten minutes to eight 
o'clock, when he was rushed at by some men. 
They pulled him into Montagu street, and he 
recognised the defendant Coghlan, He asked 
him the cause of the arrest, and he replied, 
“Never mind; come along.” They dragged 
him to Camden row, and one of them said, 
“ Pull out your: gun and shoot him before he 
has a chance of escape.” He was then struck 
with what he thought was a revolvet' five 
times on the top of the head. He lost con- 
sciousness, and woke up on the flags outside 
Kevin street Police Barrack, He was then 
taken into the bafrack, and he asked to see a 
doctor. They told him that he could not see 
a doctor, and they put him in a cell. He 
asked the station sergeant for the names of 
those who brought him in, Coghlan then 
came in, and he asked him for the names, 
and his reply was, “Í will take full respon- 
sibility for what happened.” No charge was 
preferred against him, Witness asked several 
times to see a doctor, but they refused # get 
one. He was kept in the cell until one o’ clock 
the tollowing morning. 

DUBLIN BRIGADE, 1.R.A. 

Mr. FitzGerald, KC., asked the witness if 
he was the officer commanding the Dublin 
Brigade of the LR.A. 

The witness said that he did not think that 

a question he should be called on to 


FitzGerald—I want to show that vou 
are a most dangerous man, and a man who 
was likely to have firearms, and that it was 
for this purpose you were detained. 

The witness replied that he did not wish 
to answer the question, as it might incrimi- 
nate him, 

In reply to further questions he admitted 
having been convicted of having on Novem- 
ber 27, 1925, while in command of a party of 
men, rescued nineteen prisoners from Mount- 
He also was indicted for assault- 
ing the police, of whom Jackson was one, on 
November 11, 1928. Jackson ran at him with 
a revolver and he broke a stick on his head. 


Mr. FitzGerald—On the night of the alleged | 


assault did you know that a man carrying a 
land mine had been arrested in -tareourt 
street a short time previously ’—I don’t think 
so. If 1 did | probably would not be in 
Harcourt street. 

Lhe witness denied that he was subject to 
any kind of fits during which uc might be 
uUncOonsCIONS, 

POLICE AUTHORITY. 

On the Sunday evening of the night of the 
assault in Harcourt street he was going in 
the direction of his home. 

Mr, FitzGerald—~Do you recognise that 
these police officers have authoritv over you? 
In 1926 you refused to recognise the Court’ 

Witness—I recognise that under the law in 
operation in this Court they have that power 
in Certain Circumstances. 

Under the law which you acquiese in for 
the purposes of this prosecution ’—Perhaps so. 

Do vou know that there is a Firearms Act 
in force, and do you claim the right to resist 
arrest or search for arms?—I claim the right 
to resist arrest without a charge being made 
against me. 

Do you claim the right to eall the crowd 
to release you! Did you call them plain 
Clothes murderers!—1 don’t remember—any- 
how, that will do 5 

In reply to further questions, the witness 
said that he did not see a revolver in the 
hands of any of the police carrying him to 
Kevin street, as his face was towards the 
ground. 

Dr. Donnelly, house physician, Mercer's 
Hospital, said that he examined Gilmore on 
the night of November 9, and found an 
abrasion over the left eye. He was semi- 
conscious at the time, and remained so for 
about five ‘minutes, He saw him again on 
the following night, when he had two. swel- 
lings on the top of the head and a cut on 
each of them. These marks could have been 
caused by his being beaten with a revolver. 

In reply to Mr, Lavery, the witness said 
that on the first occasion he examined Gil- 
mores body, but found no marks of anv 
vivlence. On the following nicht Gilmore 
spent the night in the accident ward, as 
there was uo bed available. He kept him 
there for observation, and did not think the 
case serious enough to transfer him to 
another hospital. 

THE ARREST. 

Patrick Carroll, Ring street, Iuchiecore. said 
that on November 9 last he was with Guil- 
more and both were arrested. He did not see 
Gilmore again until he saw him being pushed 
through the swing door of the police barrack. 
Witness later was put into a room, where h> 
saw Gilmore lying unconscious on the floor. 
He was putting his cap under his head. when 
he was pulled away by three men in civilian 
clothes. A superintendent then came in. 
and witness asked him to get a doctor for 
Gilmore, and the reply was: “Tí you don’t 
shut up you will be put in the same con- 
dition yourself.” Witness was taken to the 
Bridewell afterwards. 

In reply to Mr. Fitzgerald, the witness de 
clined to answer a ouestion relating to his 
association with the Irish Republican* Army, 
for the reason that it micht ineriminate him. 

AT THE POLICE STATION. 

Michael Kelly, with an address in West- 
moreland street, said that he was arrested on 
the night of November 9 and taken to Pearse 
street Police Station, and while there he saw 
Gilmore lying unconscious on the floor. Wit- 
ness. was placed behind a screen in the room. 

Asked if he held office or rank in the 
Dublin Biigade of Republicans, witness re: 
plied that he refused to answer the question 
for the same reason as the athers. 

The Justice said that, as far as he could see, 
the case was not a simple one, and appa- 
rently it would invelve questions for a jury. 
He, thovefore, suggested that when the wits 
nesses for the prosecution had been beard 
the defence would be reserved 

Mr. Lavely suid that the case was not vet 
completed. and until then he could not ce 
cide whether he would reserve his defence. 
The suggestion came us a surprise to him at 
that early stage of thé case.

The annual distribution of prizes at the 
Alexandra School, Dublin, took place yester- 
day afternoon in the presence of a large 
gathering. 

Miss Christine M. Bewley, Headmistress, in 
her report, said that the last year had been 
marked by some heavy losses to the School, 
but in the main it had been prosperous and 
full of encouragwuerit. 

‘There are tw events of general. educa- 
‘ional interest that I should like to refer to 
befere entering on my) school report,” she 
continued, « Pirst. we welcome ha passing 
into law wf the Pensions Act for secondary 
teachers. The scheme has come late in the 
history of Irish education, but it has come 
eventually, not as a contreversial measure. 
ut as a generally acclaimed recognition, not 
only of the services of secondary teachers to 
State, but what is even more important, 
is a reeegnition of the fundamental and 
essential importance of secondary education. 
The Act, as it stands, presses rather hardly 
on some of the older teachers who most 
deserve is assistance, but, in its main fea- 
tures, it is probably as just and generous as 
ould be expected under present financial 
conditions. 

“One other much smaller incident of the 
past year 1s worth noling because it may be 
ndicative of future developments. Last July. 
on the invitatien of the Minister of Educa 
tion, various secondary educational associa- 

sent delogates to discuss with the As 
sistant Commissioner and the respective ex- 
aminers the examination papers set at the 
recent Intermediate and Leaving Certificate 
¢Xaminations. The meetings were a very 
hopeful augury of a closer relation beiwoen 
administrative authorities and teachers. 
Rit There is a danger that a Department of 
Education may confine itself too closely to 
the formal returns and statistics with which 
the heads of schools are burdened at the be- 
ginbing cf each year, and that inspectors may 
think of a school primarily in terms of hours 
and subjects, instead of as a living human 
coneern dealing with widely differing human

Government announcing that it is intended 
to allocate the grant from the Road Fund on 
the basis of forty per cent. on all main roads, 
instead of fifty per cent., trunk thirty per 
cent., and link as hitherto, and requesting 
the Council’s estimate of expenditure for the 
vert financial year on all classes of roads. 

The Chairman (Mr..'T, Corcoran) said that 
the County Surveyor’s report had already 
been circulated, stating that he wanted 
£196,000 for the upkeep of roads for the neat 
year, £15,000 of Which was for maintenance 
and £160,000 for new works. Having regard 
to the Counoil's financial position, the ques- 
tien arose whether the Coúneil could reduce 
these amounts, which were the same as had 
bean expended jast year. 

Mr. PD. L. O'Gorman, who described the 
financial position as vérv bad, said that their 
overdraft was likely to increase, He thought 
that there should be a complete change in 
the manner in which roads were maintained 
and the source from which the money was to 
coma. Having regard to their embarrassed 
financial position they would only be dong 
their duty in declining to take any action 
that day on the County Survevor's report. 

Mr. Corry concurved, but Mr, White said 
that the ratepayers were willing to accept

The proceedings opened with a fine display 
of Swedish drill and gymnastics, portion of 

hich was an exhibition of single and double 

(without feet) rope-climbing to music. The 

hool choir sang choruses by Martin Shaw, 

Brahms, and Milford. 

The Head Master, the Rev. E. G. Seale, 
M.A., in his annual report, said that 1929, 
the 312th year since its foundation, found 
the school very much alive. On the score 
of numbers he could say with truth that 
there had not been a year since 1921 when 
they had not reached the limit of their 
hoarding capacity—now 112. (Applause.) 
They had enlarged their accommodation in 
1928. More than half of their boarders came 
from the Free State, but this was no accident 
of special circumstances; it was only follow- 
ing the tradition of a hundred years. Entries 
had been made as far ahead as and 
1937. (Loud applause.) This did not mean 
that they had not vacancies until 1937. 

' A “LEAN YEAR.” 

So far so good. But in point of outstand- 
ng examination results he must confess that 
it had been a lean year. It was true that 
all their seven candidates for the Senior 
Certificate had been easily successful, and all 
but five of their very much longer junior 
list, with several very high places, including 
first in geography. The fact was they had 
not the material. Cycles of this kind were 
common phenomena in the life of schools 
much larger than theirs, and no one could 
be fairly blamed. Perhaps, he should be 
more circumspect in speaking of a lean year 
were he not convinced, as he was, that even 
in the near future they should have records 
to compare with the best of their recent 
past. The school at the moment contained 
much promising material. (Hear, hear.) 

UNIVERSITY SUCCESSES. 

Their University successes were fewer, and 
hardly as brilliant as heretofore. They in- 
cluded a Junior Exhibition at T.C.D., and 


bad 


the Biggs Memorial Prize. Nine of their 
boys entered Trinity, one Cambridge, 
and another passed the London Matricu- 


lation in the Upper Pass Division. The 
outstanding success of their old boys had 
been the award by Trinity College to A. G. 
Thompson of the Rockefeller Fellowship for 
Biochemical Research. (Applause.) Its value, 
£500 a year for five years, was great, and its 
prestige greater still. He won also the Medi- 
cal Travelling and the Bi-Centenary Memorial 
Prizes. CM. Taylor completed his fine 
medical course by passing out first in surgery ; 
J. A. Wallace, whose splendid array of dis- 
tinctions already included almost every prize 
open tq the Medical School, graduated with 
First Class Honours in Natural Science, 
qualifying for a large Gold Medal. He had 
also won a Research Prize of £50 and the 
medal for the best paper read at the Biologi- 
cal Association. It was.rare to have had 
such a brilliant trio at the same time in the 


Medical School as the brothers A. G. and 
A. H. Thompson and J. A. Wallace. ({Ap- 
plause.) N. 8. Price took Second Class 


Honours at degree in Legal and Politica] 
Science, as did L. 8S. Roberts in Modern 
Literature. H. S. Corscadden at a very early 
age had passed for his LL.D. degree, and 
J. H. Vaughan won the First Downes Prizes 
for Extempore Speaking and for reading the 
Liturgy, and the Theolocical Society's Medals 
for Oratory and for Essay. Among. the 
vounger men, D. L. Graham was conspicuous. 
He had taken during the vear First of First 
Class Honours both in Classics and Philo- 
sophy and the Ferrar Memorial Prize. He 
had got his colours in the First Fifteen, had 
rowed in the College Eight. and as Heavvy- 
weight Boxing Champion of the University 
his rival at Oxford in the Universities’ 
Championships. He might add that Graham 
had also won the first prize of the Classical 
Society of T.C.D. with his essay on “Some 


beat 


Asvects of Mediwval Latin Foetry.”’ Mens 
caitat molem was true in Graham’s case. 
(Hear, hear.) 


MORAL AND MATERIAL WELL-BEING. 

The health of the School throughout the 
vear had been exceptionally good. They had 
not even a single case of influenza. As to 
the moral tane of the School, he was genuinely 
convinced that it had never been better than 
this term. (Applause.) 

In material advance they had not been 
idle. The new cricket pavilion had been 
erected in the early spring, and their new 
Science building was at last beginning. Its 
completion would clear the way .for further 
schemes. That they should have up-to-date 
Science buildings and equipment had been 
one of his great ambitions, and this was now 
being realised at considerable cost. Their 
Science teaching was in capable hands, and 
it should have full scope. And vet he some- 


times wondered if secondary education bad 
not lost more than it had _ gained 
by the almost indiscriminate teaching 
of Science mm schools. The needs 
of Science teaching. more than anvy- 
thing else, contributed to an overcrowded 
time-table which it dominated, and in con- 
sequence less efficiency to his mind in the 


teaching ot other subje ts equally important 
fo the «verage boy. Science was prohablv a 
littie overdone, Yet few would, he thought, 
go as ‘Jar as a well-known Professor in 
Trinity College—and he was not alone in 
his view—that he would prefer boys to begin 
their Science studies at the University. with 
the implication that Science. as taught in 
i ls, was a waste of time. As a layman 
In such matters, for he knew less of Science 


than would cover a threepenny bit, he could 
oniv sav that if Science was to be taught, and it 
must be, in the schools, it should have 
aequate .opportunity., 
THE O.B.U. AND GAMES, 

The Old Boys’ Union, under its distin- 
guished President, Dr. L. C. Purser, grew 
stronger every year. The fund to provide 


an annual gold medal for Science, in memory 
of the late Mr. W. N. Tetley, needed only a 
iew pounds for its completion. 
Thew out-of-school . activities—football, 
cricket,‘ rowing, boxing, cross-country run- 
ning, badminton—were ail in a healthy state; 
while their Officers’ Training Corps contin- 
cent hag broken all its records. (Applause.’ 
It was now eighty-one strong, including 
officers—a large proportion for a school of 
their size. The annual inspection had been 
undertaken this year by Major-General A. G. 
Wauchope, G.O.C., Northern Ireland, whose 
coming had been anticipated with some trepi- 


dation. ' But the efficiency of the cadets in 
both theory and field work won the 
(;eneral’s high praise, and his visit remained 


the pleasantest of memories. (Applause.) No 
a E : 
iess than seventeen cadets this year had won 


(Certificate A,’’ a useful asset in many fields

their rowing season had been successful. 
Portora defeated the Maiden IV. which 


Dublin University did them the honour to 
send down annually. For the first time for 
vears they had got a challenge from a 
friendly rival—Coleraine Academical Institu- 
tion; and, their racing IV. meeting theirs in 
home waters, had given them all they could 
do to win. A friend of both schools—Mr. 8. 
Wray, of Portrush—had kindly presented for 
annual competition between them a fine 
challenge cup, with Partora’s name, as its 
first winner, already jingcribed. This was 


not the only benefaction of the year. To 
their already. imposing array of. challenge 
cups Mr. and Mrs. Pratt, of Naas, had added 


a noble trophy it the Football House Cup: 
while Mrs. MeCombe, of Greenislarid, had

Mrs. A. W. West, like the fine sportswoman 
she was, had emphasised her interest in their 
boxing ty giving them a splendid House 
Challenge Cup.

Turning to Rugby, he migh’ say that last 
season, through iuck of the draw, they had 
reached the Schools Cup Fina, only to be 
beaten hy a better side. Theit present XV. 
had lost so far only one out d ten school 
matches. (Applause.) ‘Their cricset XI, had 
been a Boos 9 average one. Their boxing 
still flourished, attracted as many 
votaries as ever. . i 

BENEFIT OF EDUCATION ACT. 

So mucti for their athletic energies. No 
school worth the name could live without 
sport. Sport was the very salt of stool life, 
but they could not live on salt. To naintain 
and extend their reputation as a schot where 
sound work was done, where the avereze boy 
got a full chance—a school which had jehind 
it a splendid tradition of scholarshp of 
recent as well as distant date—must batheir 
first and foremost aim. Portora had hai its 
ups and downs. But, thanks largely ta the 
Education Act, which had done much to 
stabilise the conditions of secondary teachng 
in the North, those unhappy lapses in prs- 
peritv, which had hitherto spared no schód 
of any age in Ireland, seemed never likely & 
recur acutely. For example, an ancient 
Southern foundation with a splendid past and 
a most vigorous present, of which for three’ 
years he had been Headmaster, at one time 
was reduced to two all told—the Headmaster 
and one boy. It was idle to speculate as to 
which of the parties had been the more 
worthy of commiggration—the Headmaster, 
the boy or the Board of Governors. (Laugh- 
ter.) But it was safe to say that such a fate 
was hardly likely to befall Portora, which 
gathered strength with age. (Hear, hear.) 
TRIBUTE TO LORD CHARLEMONT. 

In the field of educational reform it was right 
and pleasant to acknowledge that a large, if 
belated, measure of justice—perhaps as much 
as one could fairly look for—had been yielded 
by the Ministry of Education in the increase 
of pensions to the older men. (Hear, hear.) 
But ir the public interests, as well as in 
their own, they should not rest until they 
had won equal conditions with their English 
colleagues. Otherwise their schools must 
obviously suffer, as they did. For what had 
been gained already he believed they would 
have to thank the Ministry of Education, 
whose sympathy and sense of justice and fair 
play had, even in small matters, been con- 
spicuously shown. (Applause. ) 

After a reference to their Chairman, and 
an expression of sympathy with their Vice- 
Chairman (the Rev. A. J. Jenkins) on his 
recent great bereavement, he said that he 
should not allow the occasion to pass without 
expressing their sense of the loss sustained 
by the school in the death of one of their 
Governors, Mr. Oliver Pringle, LL.B., late 
Crown Solicitor, a most able, helpful and 
generous man, whose loss was mourned by 
many, and not least by himself. Finally to 
Sir Edward Archdale they offered their 
especial thanks. His helpfulness on coming 
on this occasion was particularly welcome, 
and another proof of the warm feeling for a 
school closely associated in the past with 
members of his family and name. (Applause. ) 
Unswerving in his loyalties, Sir Edward had 
won the respect and regard of all creeds and 
classes in the County Fermanagh, and the 
affection of not a few. (Loud applause.) 

The Chairman said he did not agree with 
the Head Master that the past year had been 
a '“lean one.” (Hear, hear.) This was their 
512th year, and, notwithstanding all the ups 
and downs and the changes that had taken 
place in that country of theirs, the fact that 
Portora was going stronger than ever before 
was something to be proud of, indeed. There 
was one remarkable statement made by Mr. 
Seale, and that was that half their boys came 
from the Free State. There had not been a 
period at any time when the School had not 
commanded the attention of lovers of educa- 
tion in every part of this country of theirs, 
and the fact that in recent years boys in such 
large nuinbers had come from the South was 
«a striking proof that parents had great ad- 
miration for their School and its Head 
Master. (Applause.) He was not afraid to 
state that in no part of the United Kingdom 
was there a Board of a public school which 
worked more harmoniously than the present 
Board which controlled Portora. Never had 
they a crgss note. They were always unani- 
mous. “They had the greatest confidence in 
their Head Master and staff, and, no matter 
what their Head Master recommended, they 
had always been only too anxious to meet his 
wishes. (Applause.) 

Sir Edward Archdale then gave away the 
prizes, after which he said that his first 
intercourse with Portora began in 1860. Then 
his eldest son, Admiral Nicholas Archdale, 
had been for a time at Portora. When he 
(Sir Edward) had been in the Navy himself 
he visited many parts of the world, and met 
in China, the Cape, the West Indies old 
Portorans occupying prominent positions. In 
every case they were respected and looked up 
to. He asked those present to keep up the 
record of their old School. He wished Mr. 
Seale and the School and its boys every 
success and prosperity. (Applause.) 

Then followed the singing of the Portora 
School Song, after which tea was served. 
The function concluded with a performance 
of the play. “ Trelawney of the ‘ Wells’ ”’ 
and the singing of *‘ Ged Save the King.”

There is ne reason why anyone should: be 
without a turkey this Christmas, Yesterda 
in the Dublin market they “ranged from 10d. 
to 1s. per lb., for good well-finished birds; 
while a few extra lots were sold at 1s.- 1d, and 
ls. 2d. per lb. During the week at'the same 
market and throughout the. country prices 
have tahged between 6d., obtained in West 
Cork, to 10d.-and Is: per 1b: elsewhere. This 
is fully ód. to 4d. per lb. cheaper thah last 
year, but-.on ne occasign during the past week 
has the Dublin. market been. cleared, 
Retailers in Dublin yesterday were selling 
good-looking turkeys.at 1s. and Is. Id. per 
lb., although extra well-fleshed birds préfe-ais- 
posed of at l1s;-ód. per lb..: As against this i

Supplies are abundant, and, evefat theJow 
prices ruling up to yesterday, when. there’ was, 
a slight hardening. there has» been a slow 
offtake by eonsumers. 

In point of size and quality most of the 
turkeys on offer are good, though there are. 
reported to be large numíbers of ‘secondary 
birds. 

At present it would seem that the heavy 
supplies will prevent -anv- marked tendency 
for. prices to increase, while cold,.dryvy weather 
will tend to prevent any decided decline. “On 
that aceount the hest-policy for consumers 1s 
to order_their. Christmas turkey |. withont 
undue delay. By, Jeaving this over until the 
last moment they lose their selection of the 
best. 

A SLUMP. 

This year’s slamp in turkeys is, I am 
assured, due’ ‘first of all to over-production in 
many exporting countries such As “ours; 
secondly, to the shortage of money due to 
unemployment; and. thirdly, to heavy. imports 
of Austrian. turkeys. into. England. These 
are birds of splendid quality,:- which have 
captured the. English .hotel business on ac- 
count of their. cheapness; and this. has .de-. 
prived Irish turkey feeders of a most im- 
portant market. There is not a single foreign 
turkey in Ireland, but the dumping. of 
turkeys from Continental countries into Eng- 
land has depressed the trade not only for 
English but for Irish turkey breeders and 
feeders. [cy 3 

Although there are’ two business days be — 
fore Christmas next week, to-morrow may, 
for all practical’ purposes, bé regafded as 
Christmas Eve, and it, may be expected that 
many orders. for Christmas goods will be 
given.

Impelled by the 
obligations of his patty ‘to redtice the 
hours, he was forced to seek compensa- 
tion for the industry. in other directions. 
The part was made eaual to the whole, 
and domestic needs were sacrified to. the 
needs of the export trade. 

With this object tlie bill proposes to 
“ stabilise. and endow ” pits. that at 
present cannot compete in foreign 
markets, by price-fixing and -amalgama- 
tion. These prices in practice are leit to 
the discretion of the owners. The con- 
suming public at home, like the peasants 
during the Wars of the Roses, is to be left 
to the mercy of belligerents who care 
nothing for its crucial interests. Indeed, 
Britain is confronted with the surpris- 
ing spectacle of a  “ hearth-tax ”’ 
imposed by a Socialist Government. The 
whole situation is tragic, because it is the 
inevitable result of idealistic legislation. 
An Bschylean doom hangs over an 
industry on whose prosperity the future 
of many other -trades depends. The Coal 
Mines Bill will do nothing to heal the 
cancer of discqntent and inefficiency that is 
threatening to British mines. 
No measure of comprehensive agreement, 
that. will help the various sections of the 
industry to pull together for the common 
weal, is proposed. The bill, however, has 
passed its second reading, and presum-

The Dinosaur. 


Mr. ¥. W. H. Migeod, leader of thie 
Sritish Museum East Africa Expedition, 


contributes to The Times a most interest- 
ing article, in which he describes his 
efforts to reconstruct the skeleton of tlic 
Dinosaur. Relics of this remarkable 
creature, which flourished in the Lower 
Cretaceous period, are found in profusion 
at Tendaguru, in Tanganyika. For some 
years before the war German scholars had 
been active in research work in that area, 
and since Britain assumed responsibility 
for the colony rapid progress has been 
made. Bones of countless dinosayrs lie 
close beneath the surface. In some cases 
they have been found only two feet below 
the ground, but, unfortunetely, the bones 
are so plentiful that’ Mr. Migeod and his 
assistants have found much difiéulty in 
the reconstruction of individual skeletons. 
Most of the dinosaurs that lie buried in 
Tendaguru are known as sauropods, dis- 
tinguished by their small. heads and the 
fact that they were vegetarians. They 
were colossal beasts. Mr. Migeod reckons 
that some of them were no less than eighty 
feet long. Some of the vertebre which 
have been disceyered prove that the neck 
of. a sauropod in many cases was twenty 
feet long, while the ribs were four inches 
in thickness. The backbone was a foot in 
diameter. It seems that the small head 
was virtually the only vulnerable part oí 
the sauropod, and, consequently, very few 
skulls have been unearthed. Mr. Migeod 
asserts, -however, that the enormons 
creatures were almost brainless. Sauropods 
which weighed as much as three modern 
elephants had brains no larger than a 
man’s thumb; and Mr. Migeod says that 
‘* it seems as if the Creating Force had set 
before them no problem of life to solve.”’ 
This unintelligent, but powerful, species 
perished in some great upheaval of Nature. 
After millions of years human skill has 
been able to reconstract its monstrous 
form, but its place in the scheme of 
creation remains a mystery.

Music in Dublin. 


Irish music of one of its most vital forces. 
Although he never sought advertisement 
for his work, Mr. Darley devoted a fine 
talent to the cause of Irish folk music. 
He toiled without ceasing in an effort 


to recapture some part of that lovely 
heritage of song and dance which gradually 
was disappearing from our land. He 
delved deep into the mine of native folk 
music, and by his publication of hitherto 
unpublished airs he brought to light some 
of. the most beautiful of our melodies. 
Arthur Darley played an important part 
in the renaissance of Irish culture which 
may be said to have bezun with the open- 
ing of the present century. He helped 
to do for music what Yeats and Hyde did 
for folk lore, and, while the material 
rewards of his tabours were ‘small, his 
influence on Irish music has been incal- 
culable. There is no more beautiful folk 
music in Europe than that of this little 
island.. Much of it remains unpublished 
On a country road one often catches still 
the lilt of á fugitive: air which: haunts the 
mind, but defies‘ notation. Men of the 
stamp of Arthur Darley are rare. Few 
are prepared to undertake the thankless 
task of collection; for it demands endless 
patience and that zeal which is the 
peculiar gift of the enthusiast. During 
recent years, howéver, the general public 
has begun at last to recognise the wealth 
of Irish music. Men like Plunket Greene 
and ‘Frederick Keel in .England «have 
removed our folk sengs,from the obscurity 
of western firesides, and some of our airs 
even have become “ fashionable.” Mr. 
Darley’s work was confined, perhaps, to 
a smaller sphere. lived and worked 
almost entirely in Ireland; but no man 
in our day has done more to save Irish 
music from gbliyion. 


NIGERIAN RIOTERS 
‘FIRED ON. 


Troops of the West African Frontier 
Force, with their white officers, fired on a 
riotous mob at Opobo on Thursday, killing 
twenty natives. 

According to adviees received in authort- 
tative cireles in London they arrived in 
Opobo just in time to save the factories 
and: local station from being looted: Even 
the appearance. of the troops was hot 
sufficient to cow the rioters, who attempted 
to ‘snatch the soldiers’ rifles from them. 

Finally the troops were ordered to fire, 
and the mob' dispersed, leaving ymany 
casualties-on- the ground. The number of 
wounded is not yet known, but apparently 
the troops suffered no losses.

It is State interference with- 
out State protection. It is exceedingly 
difficult for anybody, whether individualist 
or Socialist, to find a single creditable 
argument .in favour of it, and I can 
hardly believe that the Government 
intends to put it through in anything 
like its. present Shape. It is a bill that 
affects .every hearthstone in the country. 
(Qppositron cheers. ) 
He protested against the bill’s being 
rushed through. It was not an emergency 
bill. It had takén five or six months to 
prepare. There were no marketing pro- 
visions in the bill in the ordinary sense. 
It was a bill to put up prices and limit 
output: There was-no co-operative selling 
in it in any sense. 


THE MINING DEFICIT. 

There was a deficit on the working «f 
the mines which the bill would probably 
increase by ‘twenty-five to thirty millions 
per annum. There were two methods of 
meeting this. Oné was the crude method 
of putting up prices. The other was the 
method of reorganising industry so as to 
save in production and distribution. That 
vas the scientific and rational method. 
The Government had chosen the crude 
method, easy, but pernicious, of merely 
pulting up prices. They had discarded 
the second, and more difficult, method, 


SIR H. SAMUEL’S QUESTIONS. 


Referring ,t6 the questions put by Sir 
Herbert Samuel, he raid that the answer 
siven by the Minister of Mines was very 
unsatisfactery. He understood that the 
Prime Minister was to wind-up the debate, 
but he suggested that further answers 
should be gven before the Prime Minister 
spoke, so that the House could consider 
them.

‘ax called hearth tax in this country 
“hich was abolished. No one thought 
that it would fall to the Labour Govern- 
inent to reimpose it. (Cheers. ) 

The alternative was the grouping of

concentrate more and more on economic 
pits. Every inquiry had: ‘recommended

Br Oun PoLrrícar CóRRESPONDENT, 
An important proposal, which will affect 
the whole future of the Irish Labour Party 
and Trades Union i eo is to be con- 
sidered at a special delegate conference 
of that body in Dublin towards the end of 
next February. At ‘present the. party is 
crganised and controlled as a single unit, 
with a headquarters in Dublin responsible 
for both political.and purely trade union 
aitairs, “The Special Conference will be 
asked to consider and decide whether the 
separation of the political from: the -in- 
dustrial side of the movement*will be con- 
dueive to the general welfare of the party. 

The proposal, I gather, is likely to re- 
ceive a large volume ‘of support: at the 
Special Conference, and will in all 
probability be carried. It will mean that 
in the future the Irish Labour movement 
will consist of two wings—a political wing 
and an industrial or trade union wing— 
cach complementary to and working in 
harmony with the other. It will involve 
also the creation of separate secretaries 
und staffs to carry out the business of the 
two badies. 


POSSIBLE ALTERNATIVE GOVERN- 
MENT. : 


The idea originated at the last annual 
Congress at Limerick of the Labour Party 
and Trades Union Congress, although it 
had been realised by the - far-seeing 
members of the party long before then, 
that if the Labour Party is ever to be an 
alternative Government to Fianna Fail, its 
scope must be widened, and its two 
primary, functions separated. 

For several months past a special com- 
mittee of the party has been at work on 
this scheme of reorganisation, and it is 
understood that the committee will pre- 
sent-a scheme on the lines that I. have 
outlined: to the conference next February. 


THE SPECIAL COMMITTEE. 


The members of the special committee 
are:—Messrs. W. Davin, T.D., Senator 
Thomas Johnson and T. Murphy, T.D., 
representing the Labour Party in the 
Oireachtas; Messrs. W. Norton, — W. 
O'Brien and J. 1. O'Farrell, representing 
the National Executive of the Congress ; 
and Messrs. Gillespie, Amalgamated 
Transport and General Workers’ Union; 
M. Linehan, Irish National Teachers’ 
Organisation ; and 3”. Somerville, Amal- 
gamated Society of Woodworkers. Mr. T. 
J. O'Connell, T.D.; who is chairman of 
the National Executive, and Mr. R. J. P. 
Mortished, Acting Secretary of Congress, 
are ex officio members of the committee. 

In most other countries, including 
Great Britain, the Labour and Socialist 
Parties. have separate industrial and poli- 
tical wings, and the proposal, if made 
efiective, will bring the Irish Labour 
Party into line with other. countries in 
that respect. 


THE QUESTION OF MEMBERSHIP. 


Membership of the industrial wing of 
the Labour movement will be confined to‘ 
trade unionists, but all classes of the 
community will be eligible for member- 
ship of the Labour Party, which will 
resemble in ideas and outlook the British 
Independent Labour Party. 

It is hoped that the new machinery will 
be working early next year. The re- 
organised Political Labour Party will then 
have the whole of the summer and winter 
for propaganda and educational work in 
preparation for the general electién, which 
may be ‘expected during the. following 


year.

COMMISSION. 


The following letter, signed by Lord Bal- 
four, Mr. Lloyd George, and General Smuts 
| appears in Zhe Times to-day :—As members 
of. the War Cabinet, which was responsible 
for the Balfour declaration twelve years ago, 
and for the policy of the national home 
| for the Jewish people which it fore- 


shadowed, we view with deep anxiety 
the present, situation in Palestine. On 
the events of last August, which are 


now the subject of inquiry by a Special 
Commission, we forbear to comment. But it 
seems clear that whatever the finding of that 
Commission may be on the responsibilty ‘for 
the August outbreak, the work to which 
Britain set her hand at the close of the war 
is not proceeding satisfactorily The Balfour 
declaration pledged us to a policy, the 
Palestine Mandate entrusted us with vital 
‘administrative duties, but: causes which are 
still obscure have intpeded the task of ad- 
ministration, and eonsequently the full carry- 
ing out of the policy. 

In these circumstances ‘we would urge on 
the Government tlie appointment of an 
authoritative Commission to investigate the 
whole working of the Mandate. The Com- 
mission at present in Palestine was appointed, 
with limited terms of refeggnce, to inquire 
into specific matters, This Commission, 
in our view, must, as soon as if has 
reported, be supplemented by a searching in. 
quiry into the major questions of policy and 
administration. 

Our pledge is unequivocal], but in order to 
fulfil it in the Jetter and the spirit a con- 
siderable readjustment of the administrative 
machine may be desirable. Such a Commis- 
sion would be an advertisement to the world 
that Britain has not weakened in a task to 
which her honour is pledged, and at the same 
time an asserance to Jews and Arabs alike 
that any proven defects in the present system 
of government will be made good.

More than twc hours before ihe ceremon\ 
was timed to bevin. while the early morn 
ing mist stil! hung about the city. the 


incongruous figures of men in the regula 
tion evening dress and-women in black. 
with veils on their heads, were to be seen 
making their way in cars and. taxi-cahs 


from various parts of Rome towards the 
Vatican. : 

As time went oi groups’ of ‘onlookers 
gathered around the »preeincts of the 
Vatican City and in St.. Peter s square 
itself to watch the passing of vehicles 
containing scarlet-robed Cardinals and 
dignitaries of the Papal Court im their 
various medieval costumes. 


AT THE VATICAN. 


Inside the Vatican there was mach 
movement and preparation. As the 
personages began to arrive they were 
directed through many sumptuous halls 
and corridors to the Hall of the Beatifica- 
tions above the portico of St. Teter’s. 
Here at one end were special tribunes for 


diplomats attached “to the Holy See— 
among whom were Mr. Chilton, the 
British Minister, and’ Mr. Bbv¥lév-. fho 


Irish Minister—for the Roman aristocracy 
and for other distinguished personages 
including relations of the Pope and many 
of the English visitors who came to Rome 
for the beatification of the English martyrs 
last Sunday.

THE SIX NEW CARDINALS. 


The six new Cardinals, wearing, tor the 
first time, their scarlet robes and«biretta, 
went first to the Sistine Chapel, where 
at the High Altar, before Cardinal 
Fruhwirth, Chancellor of the Holy Roman 
Church, they swore the oath of loyalty 
to the constitution of the Sacred College. 
Just before ten o'clock the Papal 
Procession began to move, and, to. the 
accompaniment of the beautiful singing 
of the Sistine Choir, made its slow wa 
from the Pope’s apartments to the Hal! 
of the Beatifications. Headed by a 
jewelled cross, held high by a white-clad 
attendant, and passing through halls and 
passages rich with fréscoed walls, sombre 
paintings and magniiicent tapestries, 1! 
was an unforgettable scene of brilliance 
and colour. 

Immediately after the Cross came the 
Sistine Choir, whose voices singing softly 
echoed through the many galleries and 
gave the first warning to those in the 
rooms ahead that the Pope was about to 
appear. Behind them came the ( ‘ardinals, 
a brilliant group in their trailing scarlet 
robes. followed by the Swiss Guards, with 
glittering breastplates and halberds. 
dressed in the motley blue. yellow and 
red costume desivned by Michael Angelo. 
Cardinals Bourne, Archbishop of West- 
minster, and Daugherty. Archbishop of 
Philadelphia, had purposely come fo 
Rome for the occasion.

office.”’ 
DIVERSE VIEWS. 
A majority of the committee ‘' favoured 
sone improvement in the financial provi- 
sion now made for Ministets, but diverse 
views were expressed as to the form in 
which this improvement should be mado 
Some thought it should bo effected 
directly by an increase in the present 
salary scale, and that provision lie the 
future of ex-Ministers should be left to 
themselves. Others took the view that 
salaries should remain as at present, but 
that allowances under certain conditions 
should be available for ex-Ministers. A 
third group, while in favour of such a 
scheme of allowances, considered that it 
should be conditional upon reduction of 
Ministerial salaries,’’ 
Oy On the other hand, a minority of the 
Cominittee was strongly opposed to tho 
adoption of any of these courses, holding 
that, in view of the financial and economic 
conditions prevailing in the Free State. 
the present salaries of Ministers should be 
reduced substantially, and that there 
should be no allowances for ex-Ministers.”’ 


INSUFFICIENT SALARIES. 

The report proceeds:—‘‘ Phe majority 
of the Committee had in view the strong 
probability that, for many years to come, 
Ministers of the Saorstat will be recruited 
mainly from members of the earning class. 
It was held to be unreasonable to expect 
wien of this class, possessing the capacity 
requisite for Ministerial office, to re- 
linguish their private avocations and 
undertake the burdens of government for 
a number of years without, at least, some 
assurance that on retirement they would 
not be too seriously handicapped in their 
efforts to re-estabpish themsélves in their 
ordinary occupations. The majority was 
satisfied further that the present scale of 
salaries is insufficient to permit of 
Ministers while in office making any pro- 
vision of this nature for themselves, und 
was of opinion that if men of the desired 
qualifications are to be encouraged to 
accept Ministerial responsibility, the State 
itself should make such provision for them. 
‘It was considered, moreover, that the 
proposal recommended would constitute an 
additional inducement to ex-Ministers to 
continue as members of the Oireachtas, 
thus securing to the State the benefit of 
the knowledge and experience gained by 
them while in charge of their respective 
departments. Some members of the Com- 
mittee attached so much importance to this 
point that they wished to make the grant 
of any allowance conditional on the ex- 


roposal was 


of the 


Minister remaining in the Oireachtas, 
but the majority believed that the 
recommendation decided upon would 


ensure this object in most cases, and at 
the same time would meet the case of atiy 
ex-Minister who for any reason might not 
seek, or, seeking, might not secure, elec- 


tion.”’ 

A NOVEL SUGGESTION. 
As I have already stated, the Committee 
recommended that the salaries of mem- 
bers of the Dail and the Senate should re- 
main as at present, and that the leader 
of the Opposition should not be paid a 
salary. The novel suggestion is made, 
however, that the power should be songht 
to veduce the allowances of members of 
the Dail and the Senate who fail to attend
